Before the Just eleetions, four 
yearn zo, Yitezhok Ben-Abaran 
was presented ta the volers ag 
the suceexsor to Aburon Leeker, 
dhe trade union chief whis, nine 
years errlicr, hud stepped unex- 
peetedly inte the shues uf Pinhas 
Lavon as Seeretary-General οἵ 
the Hisludrut. Mr. Becker  on- 
deavourrd to bring some sort of 
erder inte the rather chastic πο- 
tivities of the Federation of 
Labour, the most coinprchensive 
of its kind in the world. He 
belicved that tensions between 
the various groups of workers 
would lessen if a fixed ratio were 
established between the wages in 
different trades. And it was dur- 
ing hia term of office that the 
Histadrut provided an incentive 
fur productivity by linking pay 
to output. 

Mr. Ben-Aharon was a dark 
horse, as far as the Histadrut 
was concerned. Even in “Davar,” 
the Histadrut daily, somebody 
dared to suggest that he was not 
a happy choice for the leadership 
of an organization whose main 
concern was with trade unions. 
Though he was for a while in 
the 1930s secretary of the Tel 
Aviv Labour Counefl, Ben-Aharon 
was a kibbutznik, and his main 
interests were political. Indeed, 
he himself was not too happy 
about the appointment. His re- 
turn to political life, from the 
“freeze” he went into after serv- 
ing half a term as Minister of 
Transport, came in the wake of 
his appeal for labour unity. 

Obviously, he would have pre- 
ferred a more central position 
from which to promote his ideas; 
but in the political constellation 
of that time, the Histadrut was 
for him the only opening. He 
aecepted it avudgingly, annaune- 
ing that he would only serva one 
term; anyhow, he would be reach- 


ing retirement age in 1974. Ben- 
2 


ron is a great stickler over 
the retirement age, which he re- 
ferds as a way of bringing new 
lood into the administration. He 
refused to allow Simha Even- 
Zohar to remain secretary of the 
Histadrut Executive after reach- 
ing the age-limit. 

It did not take the new Secre- 
tary-Goneral long to discover that 
the Histadrut was not such a 
bad springboard for political ac- 
tivity after all. The tremendous 
changes which made the State of 
Israel so different from the pre- 
Independence Yishuv had little 
Impacl on the Histadrut 
Establishment. 

_ Though, in the eyes of the pub- 
lie, the Histadrut was now a se 
eond fiddle .o the Government, 
and ambitious politicians pulled 
strings to serve the Governmenl 
rather than the Histaodrut, Lhere 
persisted in Kehov Arlosoroff a 
feeling of offended superiority, 
as in the homes of a former 
nobility ihat has lost its impurt- 
ance. Even now, the Hisladrut 
eannot forget that it was fuund- 
ed over half a centnty ugo, as 
u political movement. Ita gaat 
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was all-embraciug: the catablish- 
ment of a Free Jewish State, the 
ereation of a New Jewish Nation 
and the founding of a New So- 
cinlist Society. Honce, the man: 
activilies of the Histadrut whie! 
have no counterpart in any other 
Labour Federation, suc ΒΒ 
education. 

Some die-hards feel that the 
Histadrut should tell the Gevern- 
ment what to do, that it should 
not take hints from the Cabinet. 
Whoever is at the head of the 
Histadrut and wants to keep It 

Oing must sooner or later adopt 
the federation’s manner and op- 
pose the Government. 


HE TRADITIONAL con- 
cept of the Histadrut as 
the spearhead of a na- 
tion of workers sulted 
Ben-Aharon very well. 
Tf the Histadrut fail- 
ed to dominate the 
national scene, it was, in his view, 
because the political parties kept 
their appointees to top Histadrut 
positions on a short leash. It was 
not for the trade unions to 
fix their own wage goals: the 
party secretarint must approve 
them first! Ben-Aharon wanted 


some of the Labour. Fatty, rep-. 
tT 


resentatives on the Histadmit's 
Central Committee to be changed; 
the party would not agree. 

Then he became enthusiastic 
about an electoral reform which 
would give “the man_in the 
workshop” the real say. Histadrut 
members chose their delegates to 
the national convention by vot- 
inz for party lists, since most 
candidates are officials of one 
party or another. Ben-Aharon 
wanted the delegates to be chosen 
directly by their work comrades, 
to be known by the voters. He 
used arguments which Ben- 
Gurion had used several years 
earlier when he wanted the 
Knesset to change the propor- 
tional representation system to 
regional representation. 


». NUTED OPPOSITION by 
® Mapam and tho Ahdut- 
ΕἸ Avoda faction in the 
Ἢ Labour Party blocked 
athe reform, whieh wus 
: opposed, anyway by 
_ a all the small factions 
in the Histadrut. At the highest 
level in the Gabuur Party, the 


opposition came from those who 
were mastors at pulling political 
strings in the present systen and 
who feared they would lose their 
power if the rules of the game 
were changed. Moreover, they 
suspected a new Histadrut would 
put Ben-Aharon into a strong 
osition from which he could not 

e dislodged. 

Even today, they probably do 
nol realize how wrong they were, 
for a Histadrut based on the 
material needs of the real work- 
ers would cease to be a parallel} 
political system to the iknesset. 

Towards the end of the 
first year of Ben-Aharon's tenure 
of the secretary-generalship, the 
leaderahip of the Labour Party, 
the nucleus associated with 
Prime Minister Golda Meir and 
Finance Minister Pinhas Sapir 
(known as the “Gush," however 
vague this Rrow ing may be), 
would have liked him to quit. 
Only because Mrs. Meir felt she 
could not allow “a second dis- 
iniasal in o generation” (a ré- 
ference to the pressure pul on 
Pinhas Lavon 10 years earlier to 
resign from the same post) did 
Mr, Ben-Aharon manage to retain 
his position, The years that fol- 
lowed were studded with mutual 


Tecrimingtions, between Ben- 


Aharon and practi¢aily ““évery- 
body. The Secretary-General an- 
tagonized the economic establish- 
ment, Ineluding that of the 
Histadrut, by handling strikes in 
such a way as to give the work- 
ers the fecling that he was tacit- 
y backing them. And he made 
the Breatest employer in Israel, 
the Government, look stubborn, 
heartless and stupid. 

When be was denied the 
changes he wanted through the 
proper democratic channels, Ben- 
Aharon went directly to the peo- 
ple over the hend of the party 
machine. He had nothing but 
praise for the real representation 
of the working man in the thou- 
sands of workers’ comrmlttees, 
The committees ραν Ben Aha- 
ron their support openly, and he 
acknowledged it. 

The Histadrat's eanstitution gives 
the workers' commiltees uo di- 
rect influence in the federation, 
for the loca] Labour Counells sre 
supposed fo deal with the shop 
stewards, But the workers’ cum- 
luitives evealed a public opinion, 
and it is public upinion that mat- 
ters in palltieul life. 


The consensus was that even 
if Ban-Aharon changed practical- 
dy nothing in the Histadrut and 
ailed te prevent any major crisis 
in Jabour relations, he had the 
merit of “putting the Histadrut 
back on the map" in the public's 
consciousness. 

In negotiating wage agreements 
Mr. Ben-Aharon followed the 
samé principles as in politics. He 
reproved workers who did not ac- 
cept the Histadrut lead, and used 
harsh words against groups that 
threatened to leave the all-em- 
bracing womb of the Histadrut. 
But basically, he approved of 
workers’ demands for better 
wages. 

en-Aharon divides men into 
two categories: those who eam 
their living by work, and those 
who exploit other men's labour 
and get rich on public funds, The 
workers are right in principle, 
those who get rich are Wrong. 

Soon after he assumed office, 
he became stuck in the negotia- 
tions with the manufacturers for 
a new national contract. ‘The dey 
was saved by the_ intervention 
of the Minister of Finance, who 
established the precedent of a tri- 
partite agrecment between Gov- 
ernment, employers end tabour. 


But, two years Jater, when the 


eontrict crithe up for renewal, 
Ben-Aharon insisted that tt was 
a matter to be settled between em- 
ployers and workers alone. 

e never involves himself in 
detail, partly because he is not 
interested, partly because he can- 
not stand the drudgery of nego- 
tiations that go on day after day 
and night after night and are 
accompanied by tempestuous out- 
bursts over what he regards as 
unimportant trifles. 

‘The routine of negotiation he 
delegates almost entirely to ci- 
ther Urict Abrahamowicz, the soft- 
spoken former Mapai official 
who now heads the Trade Union 
Departrnent, or to Yehoshua Wos- 
china, nominally Abrahamowitz's 
deputy, who, like Ben-Aharon, is 
oa kibbutz member and belongs to 
the former Ahdut Avoda faction. 
Tn some cares, the vetoran trade 
unionist Yeruham Meshel, who 
would have been geeretary-general 
if the Frade unionists had had 
thelr way, is called upon τὸ seftle 
Very Imporlant Disputes, such os 
that with the Engineers’ Union, 

The  Histadrut, Ben-Aharon 
koeps reporting, is a voluntary

organization. It has no police to 
enforee its instructions; it does 
not even have any Jegal authority 
to do so. Two years ago, when 
the labour scene was deteriorating 
to the point of chaos, the Govern- 
ment asked Labour Minister 
Yosef Almogi to prepare a Labour 
Bill, Before it could be tabled, 
however, an anti-strike bil was 
carved out of the general draft 
and presented to the Knesset. It 
was fiercely attacked by the His- 
tadrut Secretary-General, who had 
the Alignment’s left wing behind 
him. When the Bith became law, 
it was so diluted as to be virtual- 
ἵν valueless, 

The author of the Bill was 
Yosef Almogi, who often inter- 
vened in Jabour disputes and solv- 
ed them easily enough, Lately, he 
hus been practically silent on 
these matters. His chances of or- 
anizing workers, either in a re- 
ormed Histadrut or, possibly, in 
a new type of Government-spon- 
sored organization, evaporated 
into thin air long ago, and_he 
wisely preferred to retire to Hai- 
a. 


OT everything in the 
Secretary-General’s an- 
tagonism to the Eatab- 
lishment can be explain- 
ed by his own tempes- 
tuous nature. He has 
been supported assidi- 
ously during his four-vear tenure 
by Mapam, who now say Ben Aha- 
ron js their only hope in the 
Alignment. Rafi hiked his war on 
the 'Gush,” though not his views. 
Ben-Aharon's brand of ‘New 
Soelatism,” which he has not ela- 
borated into a system, calls for 
measures to assure an_ equal distri- 
bution of wealth and appeals to 
vaguely-leftish proups of various 
kinds, [tneluding a great many 
young, δ -and-coming, ftunction- 
aries of the Labour Party, 
Ben-Aharon won a niajer vic- 
tory lately when Hakibbutz Ha- 
me’uhid unanimously acclaimed 
him ag its choice for a second 
term) as secratury-general, And 
the Labour Party feadership itself, 
though net giving a specific 
wadertuking lo prapase hitu far 
a xecond term, did not sound a 
daflaite ΝΟ alther. Volitieally 
astute veterans of the party may 
be walling for the results al the 
general eleetions before mating 
theic decision,

all the cultures of the world haye 
come here and express in a living 
titurgy their own way of showing 
devotion, love and reverence for 
the holy places and the mysteries. 
The spirituality and services, (he 
language and movement of Ehe 
African Churehes of Egypt (the 
Copts) or Ethiopia are a syn- 
thesis of the music, gesture, 
words and style of an African 
culture. ‘The small communilies of 
Copts and Ethiopians are a sign 
and a symbol In Jerusalem of 
Africa's way of Jove and of de- 
votion ta Christ. ᾿ 
Last June, on their feast οὐ 
Pentecost, the Ethiopian Church 
was uble to celebrate its spe- 
ciul Hturgy on the oldest holy 
site of Mt, Zion, in the Cathotic 
Church of the monastery of the 
Dormitiin, African monks of the 
Ethiopian Church were the spiri- 
tual guests of the German monks 
of the Latin Church. They claim 
that in the first century, the 
grotto shrine of Mary was guard- 
ed for Christians by the monks 
from Africa — long before the 
Byzantine power of Constantine 
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built the Flugia Sion in the fourth 
eenlury. 

Aciumaic, the common language 
of Jews during the Sceond Temple 
period, ig the Jiturgical (and 
soclul) language of the Assyrian 
or Syrian Orthodox Church — an 
eloquenL witnesy for that Church 
of its roota in Jerusalem dating 
back tuo the time of Christ. In 
fact, Lhe Syrians’ present Church 
of St. Mark was the honse of 
Mary, the mother vf Mark, who 
wrote the third Gospel. They 
elaim that here, too, in the house 
of the mother of Mark, Jesus cele- 
brated that last Passover supper 
which insliluted Lhe Mueharist 
whieh ia the Yturgy nt the heart 
of all Christian witness. In these 
early aposlolic days, houses and 
synizorues were ised as chureh- 
va, und) St. Mark's is claimed lo 
he the first house chureh of

For the American and Buroupean 
visilor, the beauly of Orthodox 
ehurehes is seeond only to the 
fascination of the  Enstern 
liturgics. As one Protestant visi- 
for said, the Bustern Orthodox 
services breathe the sense of God's 
preseneo, bringing alive the roots 
of the Gospel; they incarnate by 
all the senses of touch, sight, 
herring, smell and taste, ihe 
psalmist’s words, “With all your 
being give prnise to his holy 
name.”

sense, the Eastern Orthodox 
Churches are contered on the 
reality of the Resurrection οὗ 
Christ; they ave “Easter Christ- 
iuny.” In a ren] wuy, they are at 
home in Jerusalem. 


THE TENSION of Greek and 
Arab, of national versus uni- 
versal, of cultural difference and 
religious unity, is a fruitful ten- 


x sion in the diverse unity of 


Tastern Orthodox Churches. And 
it was this richness of heritage, 
spirituality and tradition whieh 
was manifest in a concrete way 
on August 25, with the young of 
Jerusalem in procession honouring 
Mary, Mother of Jesus. As ἃ 
Jewish mother she attracts; as the 
Blessed Virgin Mother she draws 
Christian devotion; and ay Holy 
Miriam she is honoured by 
Moslems. 

In the Church of the Tomb of 
Mary, after the procession, the 
Youn peeple placed their burn- 
ing candies on the steps of the 
Church, the only light for the 
liturgy. In the background was 
the quiatly happy crowd greeting 
friends, tatking, praying, singing; 
a Russian priest silently medita- 
ting; a Catholic nun saying her 
rosary; δ Greek priest meeting 
an Anglican. Outside, the sprigs 
of green became a symbol, For 
young girls, with that ungelfcon- 
scious grace of the Eaat, shyly 
fave or recelved a sprig of green 
from the ¢hosen one among the 
young men who had walked in 
the procession. 

The “funeral of Mary, rich In 
syinbolism, has au interesting link 
back through the ages, It goes 
back lo a long-forgotten Jewish 
fenst of summertime and olive 
harveat; it commemorates the 
historieal event of the death af 
Mary und her Assumption to 
heaven. The solemn lilurgy οἵ 
Orthodoxy brings toguvther’ the 
strands of history, and unites the 
young people in a feast af joy 
that gous on long after the pro- 
cession and theceremionics are over.

Follow the outside of the wall 
parallel to the hill ridge for some 
100 motres, then continue round 
the corner for approximately the 
same distance and look out for 
the huge stone millwheel, more 
than 3m. in diameter, lying on 
the ground. 

Immoedialely below the whecl 
you will notice an artificial cavern 
with an arched ontry. Benvenisti 
refers io this 10x3m. chamber 
with its vaulted ceiling as 8 
wheelpit, and writes of a groin- 
vaulted hall directly to the north- 
east, where the crushed cane was 
boiled. This we were unable to 
discover, but to the right and left 
of the wheelpit cavern, you can 
discern a series of stone-built 
foundations, some still supporting 
remnants of buildings. 

Notice in particular the chute- 
like main aqueduct, now broken, 
running along the uppor ridge of 
tho hill, From hore, the rushing 
stream filled the subsidiary canals, 
some of which stlll convey abun- 
dant supplics of water to the ad- 
jacent ficlds and orchards. 


FOR CENTURIES, these selfsame 
springs had made an agricultural 
para: se of the fertile plain of 
ericho below the Monastery of 
Karantel — the Mount of Jesus’ 
Temptation. Beginning around 
1,600 yenrs ago, the Byzantines 
seem to have been the first to 
cultivate the precious sugar crop 
in this semi-tropical spot, and the 
early Arabs, in the seventh cen- 
tury C.E., carried on their pre- 
decessors’ constructive and profit- 
able craft. 

Tt was the Crusaders, however, 
five hundred years later, who 
brought large-scale sugar pro- 
duction to a fine art. At that time 
the whole area was under_ the 
control of the Patriarch of Jeru- 
salem, and so well was it run 
that he is belleved to have re- 
ceived from it a yearly sum of 


Tho sky’s the limit to the number 
of combinations you can make 
from 15 basic units called “Combi”. For 


5,000 besantg — a valuable gold 
coin minted by the Crusaders 
themselves. In 1138, Queen Mel- 
isande of Jerusalem built a con- 
vent at Bethany and appointed 
her sister Yolande as its abbess. 
At the same time, she transferred 
the rights over the sugar mills, 
with their attendant income, to 
the convent, and so things re- 
mained until the Saracen invasion. 

After the Crusaders were 
driven out of Judea in 1187, their 
conquerors went on with the 
growth and production of sugar 
for several hundred years. Tt 


seems likely that the industry]. 


prospered until the beginning of 
the Turkish regime, when apathy, 
neglect of the land and its re- 
sources and failure to provide 
minimal security inaugurated a 
jong period of poverty and deso- 
ation. - 

Today, the industry which 
flourished in the country for over 8. 
millennium is quite extinct, and 
only its pale, elusive shadow can 
be found in the condults, mill- 
stones and ruined wheelpits at the 
foot of Karantel.

Turkish cooking, its roots in 

Byzantine opulence, tempered by 
the hardiness of the steppes of 
Central Asia, is one of the 
world’s great cuisines. It is vir- 
tually the basis of all cooking 
in the Middle East and the Bal- 
kan countries, and any Isracli 
“national cuisine must seek its 
sources there, 
One of the staples of Turkish 
conking is, of course, yoghurt, a 
cultured milk product which, in 
fact, traces its origins to thot 
country. Mnde from sterilized 
milk to which a bacteria has 
been added, it is acceptable when 
made from cow’s milk, but much 
much better if sheep's milk is 
used, 

Unfortunately, the higher cost 
of sheep's milk means that it is 
almost (or perhaps entirely) ab- 
sent from the yoghurt produced 
by this country’s largest and best 
known manufacturer of dairy 
produ However, many- of the 
smaller dairies do produce 
yoghurt with at least a notice- 
Han proportion of sheep’s milk. 
The brands vary with the region, 
but with a little trial and error 
you can find quite good yoghurt 
(sometimes called “Balkan or 
“Bulgarian”). The sharper flavour 
and creamier texture are un- 
mistakeable once you have tried 
it 


A refresh! and simple 
yoghurt fish the Turkish oactk 
(pronounced djadjik, or in Greek 
deadelkt), an appetizer spread of 
yoghurt and cucumbers.
